In early November, I sent you a letter announcing our 1986 U. S. Savings Bonds 
Campaign Leadership Conference on January 22-23, 1986, at the Sheraton 
Washington Hotel in Washington, D.C. I also requested that you consider 
sending your organization's 1986 U. S. Savings Bonds Campaign coordinator to 
that conference so that he or she can hear how some of the largest U. S.

the General Session to express his interest in the U. S. Savings Bonds

We will close the conference with a banquet on the night of January 23, 1986. 

Mr. Robert E. Mercer, Chairman of the Board of the Goodyear Tire and Rubber 

Company and 1986 Chairman of the National U. S. Savings Bonds Volunteer 
Committee, will be our principal speaker. The Military District of Washington 
is writing and producing a special musical “Flag Pageant" to premiere on 
January 23rd at the U. S. Savings Bonds Leadership Conference banquet. A 
20-minute performance, the "Pageant" will include sixty to seventy actors 
participating in the flag presentation and a fifty piece band.
